The Swedish system is, of course. 
not perfect. It was brought into 
being to meet local conditions, and 
there are obvious difficulties in the 
way of applying such a system, for 
instance, in the United States. To 
an individualistic temperament the 
continual control over one's pri- 
vate life established by the present 
motbok (individual license for 
drinkers) system would probably 
be more irritating even than pro- 
hibition; and the problem of ad- 
ministration, which in Sweden is 
comparatively simple, would in 
America be stupendous. These are 
merely random points. Even in 
Sweden the system does not lack 
its critics, most of whom attack 
the joint “monopoly of the Wine 
and Spirit Centralen and the local 
System companies; a concern 
which, they charge, is administered 
by and in the interest of certain 
financial houses. And it admitted- 
ly does not yet meet the case of 
the man who is determined to get 
strong drink by fair means or 
foul. 

The Danish method of restric- 
tion by high taxes is no new one to 
economists. Governments have ap- 
plied it to other articles for hun- 
dreds of years. It is superficially 
attractive, because with an appar- 
ent minimum of governmental in- 
terference it works for temperance 
and at the same time brings in 
considerable revenue. But it cer- 
tainly seems to me not necessarily 
a sound assumption that 
and sobriety always go hand in 
hand; and, moreover, there is the 
fundamental defect that in any 
country where taxes are voted by 
popularly elected assemblies it is 
not desirable that changes in fiscal 
policy should necessarily entail 
changes in social legislation. And 
high prices,-due to taxation, al- 
Ways encourage smuggling.

ON 70TH BIRTHDAY TODAY 


“I Thought I Must Be Dead,” Dramatist Says 
Referring to Columns of Adulation by 
Press—Speaks Tonight at Dinner.

LONDON, July 2t.—George Ber- 
nard Shaw is 70 years old today 
‘and a tremendous fanfare of remi- 
niscence, biography and eulogy 
filled yesterday’s press—so much 
so, said Shaw, “that when I woke 
up and saw the papers, I thought 
I must be dead.” 

The veteran playwright will be 
the guest of honor at @ formal din- 
ner in the House of Commons, at 
which former Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald will preside. 

It was proposed that Shaw's 
birthday spe@ch be broadcast by 
radio, but the British Broadcasting 
Co., which is something of a Gov- 
ernment monopoly, undertook to 
extract a pledge from him not to 
make controversial utterances. He 
declined any such pledge, so the 
speech will not be broadcast but 
the public is awaiting with even 
more interest than otherwise to 
learn what G. B. S. will say. 

J. L. Garvin in the Sunday Ob- 
server devotes a two-column lead- 
ing editorial to praise of Shaw, 
who, he points out, has outlived 
the span of years accorded Shaks- 
peare (1564-1616), who died at §2, 
and Moliere (1622-1673), who died 
at 51. The Sunday Express fea-

married life and reprinting his love 
letters to Mrs. Patrick Campbell 
by way of an appendix.

Retirement of Don Juan 
Riano Long Rumored, but 
No Reason Is Known

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Don 


Juan Riano, Spanish Ambassador 
and dean of the Washington diplo- 
matic corps, has resigned his post 
here and will be succeeded by Don 
Alejandro Padilla, now Spanish 
Minister at Lisbon. The Spanish 
Government has been advised by 
the State Department that the 
transfer of Padilla here will be ac- 
ceptable. 

Reports that Riano would be re- 
placed have been in Circulation for 
some time in Madrid, Lisbon and 
Washington, but the circumstances 
leading to the change never have 
been disclosed. State department 
officials said today they had no 
knowledge of the reason for Riano’s 
retirement. 

The present Ambassador has had 
‘charge of the Spanish Embassy 
here since Dec. 1, 1918, and has 
|made many close friends in Wash- 
| ington. He has shown a keen 
interest in the affairs of this hemi- 
sphere, and on some occasions is 
reputed to have taken a personal, 
but entirely unofficial, part in pro-

OU may complain and _  be- 
y moan the fact of the modern 

flapper’s vanity and preoccu- 
pation as much as you wish, but if 
you make a study of the customs 
of the wide world, you will find 
that she is by no means alone in 
this. In fact, one cannot even say 
that this preoccupation is purely 
a feminine trait. 

For among the Fijians, it is the 
men who spend two and _ three 
hours a day on their toilette. The 
chiefs have their own individual 
hairdressers who devote their lives 
to the training and decoration and 
dressing of the noble hair. Every 
day these artists operate on their 
royal masters and sometimes the 
operation lasts for several hours. 

The hair of the Fijians is natur- 
ally very strong, wiry and frizzly 
and the energies of the tonsorial 
artists are devoted to making the 
hairs stand out as far from the 
head as possible. The more suc- 
cessful of the effects sdmetimes 
stands out in a halo from six to 
eight inches from the scalp. 

There are all sorts of dyes, too, 
for the ingenuity of the hair- 
dresser; must find some unusual 
effect in his masterpiece. The hair 
may be dyed red or black or an 
ashy white. When the whole ar- 
rangement is completed a gauzy 
net may be used to protect it from 
the ravages of the clements. 

The hair of the women may not 
be as important as their chiefs, 
but they take the matter of their 
dress with just as much serious- 
ness. It is no light matter for 
a Fijian woman to change the 
style of her dress. For with that 
change in style she indicates a 
radical change in her life. 

The Fijian women wear a broad 
band of braided bark fibre, from 
which there extends a fringe of at 
least three inches.
